Tt is a bar-
ren, bleak, untillable wuste, good for
nothing but miniog; Lut the seenery
is magnifinént. The sunrises and
sunsets of that region romind one of
the descriptions of the mountainous
regions of the Tyrol in BEurope.

From the Black Hills to the Yakima
valley in pentrul Washiogton, the
country is siich that one wonders how
the people exist. At Yakima the ir-
rigated section begins, and land is
very valuable, Along the Green river
—which is green in fact, as well s in
name—the railrond rons in a desp
canon, and the devious twists and
curves of the stream allow ths pas-
sengers splendid views of very beanti-
ful scenery.

Bot the conntry is one vast forest,
Grent trees, hundreds of fest in hight
and from one to five feet in dinmeter,
are 8o closely woven together that the
daylight never penetratas their gloom,
A bhundred feet in the foresr, and
onn inin pitehy darkness, The gronnd

In Arkan
wan the towns of Pastorin and Bherrlll
were the worst snfferers, numbers of
hiouses belng blown down at both pluces,
In Pastorin two children were killed
aud m boy nand a woman dangeronsiy
hart. All points In western Missonrd
and eastern Kanses report heavsy raing
and high water, luundating thousands of
neres of farm lnnds,

At Bt. Lonis the Missiesippi river Ia
rising rapidly. The danger line is thivty
feet, and the river Monday regiztered
over twenty-eight feet, The high water
mark In the great Hood year was thirty-
eflght feet. In Enst 8t. Louis Mayor
Silne Cook secured a large foree of men
tnd the bullding of dikes wns at once
begun.

A heavy wind and realn storm swept
centenl and western Kentucky Monday,
eausing property loss of nearly S200 000,
